The Situation In Bait St. Loot*. 


EAST ST. Louis, in., April 18.—The 


number of cars received in the East St. 
Louis yards yesterday was considerably 
to excess of the receipts at the day pre- 
vious, but the quantity of freight loaded 
from the city for points East was dimin- 
ished. 
No dry-weather 
freight was 


handled, a»d though tbe shortage in re- 
ceipts resulted in the accumulation OH 
the platforms, nearly Ml being tracked 
into the cars, there was still not as 
much freight loaded as there had been 
the- day before. This was due tii the in- 
crease of business from the Kast, as 
the name forces of men, with a slight 
increase in a few yards, were at work. 
The bridge company took from the roads 
mure cars than it had since it was "tied 
up," 
und as a result 
the yards re- 


ceived the unusual number of cars from 
the East without bring especially crowd- 
ed. 


The new employes are given their din- 


ner in the vards, *s noiyj of the East St. 
Louis hotel proprietors will endanger 
their own safety and that of their proper- 
ty by boarding the men who have gone to 
work in the yards. In the evening they 
are brought to the city or put aboard cars 
and taken out to the nearest country tav- 
ern, where they can eat and sleep in safe- 
tv until it is time to return and enter upon 
another day's work. 
None of the roads 


have yet attempted to work night crews 
in their yards, but such a step will soos 
be necessitated by the complete resump- 
tion of business "by the bridge, swelling 
the west-bound traffic on the roads. But 
while the present military protection is 
nhont the yards there will not be much 
difficulty experienced in securing night 
men. 
Many of the employes jiow'on day 


duty in the several yauls have expressed 
themselves as willing to join night crews 
whenever it became necessary to work at 
night. 


At nine o'clock yesterday morning a 


train consisting of forty-eight loaded curs 
was brought in on the Cairo Short Line, 
and four train-loads of merchandise were 
received later HI tlie clay. Four trains 
•were made «p iu the yards and for- 
warded . 


In the Indianapolis & St. Louis yards 


there were twelve new employes added 
to the force and several other applicants 
were refused work.

The Prospects for Arbitration Not En- 


couraging. 


ST. Lotis, April 18.—Mr. Hoxie's posi- 


tion in regard to arbitration, as stated in 
his letter to the citizen's arrangement 
committee, has made the prospects of 
any good being accomplished by the 
citizens in that direction very discour- 
aging, to aay the least. Mr. N. 0.Nelson, 
a member of the citizens' portion of the 
proposed arbitration committee was seen 
by a reporter yesterday and questioned 
as to the outlook. 


'•I have little hopes for a successful 


arbitration of the difficnlty," he said, 
"especially since the letter from Mr. 
Hoxie >vas received." 


"Have yon received any replies from 


the notices sent the resident directors?" 


"We have received replies from two of 
them." 


"Are they at all encouraging?" 
"In regard to these replies we have 


thought it best not to make them public 
at present, as it might be premature. 
When we have recehed replies from the 
other directors we will hold a meeting ot 
our committee and tbe arrangement com- 
mittee, when the replies of the. directors 
will be laid before tlie latter, and they 
can do with them as they see lit. I caii 
say this much, however, that I still do 
not think the projects encouraging." 


"What do you think of Mr. Hoxie's 


statement that the railways comprising 
the Southwestern system are now in full 
operation?" 


"I am not prepared to say any thing in 


regard to the resumption of traffic on'the 
Southwestern system. 
If this were the 


only point to be gained, and, as Mr. Huxie 
seems to think, there was nothing but 
plain sailing before them, then he might 
be right. But he should remember that 
the strike is not over yet. This commit- 
tee on arbitration was not appointeil sim 
ply to secure the resumption of traffic, 
but to endeavor to settle the difficulties 
between the railroads and the strikers for 
the best interests of both sides.

The glad news was received from Cap- 


tain Wells late Saturday erening that 
the Deoatur Guards would return home 
on Sunday noon from East St. Louis, 
where they appeared promptly for duty 
on that memorable night—Friday, April 
9th. They were the second company to 
arrive at the scene, and they were the 
first company to do duty, being called 
out by a raging fire at the Louisville and 
Nashville yards. In the midst of the ex- 
citement they marched bravely ntmng 
the strikers and hoodlums to the scene, 
led by Capt. Wells who was in his glory 
fighting the fire and placing his metf to 
protect the property. The boys were 
kept on the go nearly all that night, with- 
out supper, and they had but an hour's 
sleep. Ihey had to hustle for rations 
and got no allowance from regimental 
haadqnattera until Saturday noon. Since 
thit night of the 9th the company in 
three reliefs have simply guarded the L. 
& N. yard, extending a distance of tix 
blocks in length and about a block wide 
There was no company, battalion or regi- 
mental drilling, simply eating, sleeping 
and picket and guard duty. No strikers 
or trespassers wera allowed in the yards 
and parties who disobeyed orders to move 
on were promptly hustled off to the gua-d 
house at the point of the bayonet. 


THE BEOEPTION. 


Sunday noon the Guards came home 


on a regular Wabash train, occupying a 
special coach. As the tram moved in to 
the platform the Guards were heard sing- 
ing "Marching Though Georgia," and us 
they filed out of the oar Goodman's baud 
played a lively air. The platform was 
filled from end to end with people, and 
mnny stood near the street cars in the 
yard. There was a glad expression on 
every countenance and in nearly every 
heart there was a feeling of pride and 
thankfulness that the company of young 
men had bravely done their duty and had 
returned from the scene of the trouble 
alive and well. Captain Wells drew his 
company up in line, when the anxious 
and happy mothers and wives of the 
members with many citizens passed along 
and bade all a cordial welcome home. 
Soon after the procession formed with 
Bay Bingland as drum major at the head 
of the band, and the Guards were escort- 
ed to the armory by Major Etwood, mem- 
bers of Dunham Post No 141 G. A. R, 
the mayor and members of the council, 
many ladies aud citizens generally. Along 
the line of march flags were unfurled at 
the residences of George D, Haworth, 
James W. Haworth, D S Shellabarger, 
and at other dwellings, while upon the 
verandahs stood ladies who greeted the 
militia with bows and waving of handker- 
chiefs. 


The 45 man, all tanned and hearty 


looking, h'led into the armory where the 
company was promptly dismheod by 
Sergeant Oolladay, and then theie was a 
general personal greeting by the citizens 
who filled the room. Boxes of cigars 
were shovered upon the Guards by D. 
A. Maffit, W. W. Foster and o'horp, and 
after relatiug fragments of experience at 
the front to inquiring friends, the sol- 
diers hurrieJ away to warm dinners and 
the comforts of home. The company may 
not be called out aguin. 


The companies re'ieved' from duty 


Sunday morning were Co H, 5th fteg't, 
Decalur; Co. K, 8th Reg't, Nashville; Co 
C, 5th Beg't, Springfield; Co. H, 8th 
Keg't, Paris. Those companies called to 
take their places were from Peoriu, Car- 
thage, DaHvan and FarminRton. 


The plan of Gen. Vanoe is to allow four 


companies that have been on duty to go 
home aud relieve them by four new ones. 
Thin rotation will be observed until the 
whole 4,000 militia fnrce of tie state shall 
h.ive seen eervice, and the rotation re- 
peated as often as ueceteary. By this 
method the men may be kept at East St. 
Louis only a week or two at a time, the 
turns of each company only to occur once 
in live or six weeks, and by the time each 
company has seen one week's service it is 
much more than probable that the tron- 
b!o will have been settled, There are 
ab >ut 4,000 in the state militia, aud with 
the force now in ihe field it would take 
six weeks to secure all of them one week> 
service at that ratio, and this i* the plan 
to be followed. Besides the service the 
militia will be rendering to the elate, the 
discipline nnil actual experience will be 
worth to the men aB the trouble and in- 
convenience they may encounter in a 
military poiat ot view, being considered 
by some much more practical thau re- 
unions aud encampments. By this rota- 
tion the men will be absent from their 
business aud employments only one week 
in six, nud would, it the occasion lasts, 
Rive them all a renl taste ot real military 
life. 


A Fire at Midnight. 


The home of Frank Gring, a one-story 


frame dwelling, is in ashes. It was lo- 
cated on the south side ot the Springfield 
road, below the entrance to Oakland 
Park, and west of the St. Louis branch 
of the Wabash railway, and was destroyed 
by fire soon after 12 o'clock last night- 
The fire was discovered by the engineer 
and fireman ot the Chicago express train 
from St. Louis, and the train slacked up 
to let the fireman get off to wake up the 
family.

The Insignificant Quantity of Gems Fonnd 


In Thin Country. 


It is a remarkable circumstance that, 


although this country is so rich in 
its mineral resources, and the world 
draws from'us a great part of its sup- 
ply of the precious metals, we have, so 
far, discovered here only an insignificant 
quantity of precious stones. The total 
value of the gems proper mined in the 
United States in 1884 was less that 
$35,000, and yet we imported during 
the same year more that $1,000,000 
worth of diamonds and other precious 
stones. 


The subject is elaborately treated by 


George F. Kunz in a recent volume on 
"The Mineral Resources of the United 
States," published by the Government, 
and his paper contains an array of 
facts of very great and peculiar in- 
terest. 


Diamonds, it seems, have been found 


in various parts of the country, but 
chiefly in California and North Caro- 
lina, though the largest diamond yet 
discovered here was dug up by a la- 
borer, thirty or more years ago, in 
Manchester, Va. This stone, not at 
first recognized, weighed originally 
23J carats, and when reduced by 
cutting, 11 11-16 
carats, and it was 


deemed so valuable that at one time 
$6,000 was loaned on it, though now, 
because of its undesirable color and 
certain imperfections, it is not worth 
more than a twentieth part of that sum. 


The California diamonds, found in 


fifteen or twenty different places, the 
most prolific being Cherokee Flats, 
Butte County, are of all the colors 
known in the stone, white, yellow, 
straw, and rose, but they are generally 
very small, ranging in value from ten 
to tifty dollars each. The largest, dis- 
covered at French Corral, weighed 
seven and one-quarter carats, and 
many are unearthed whose value in tha 
rough is not less than one hundred dol- 
lars. 
Diamonds are also found in 


North Carolina, in association with the 
flexible sand stone, called itacolumite, 
which is peculiar to that State, where, 
too, sapphires of notable brilliancy 
have appeared. A sapphire found at 
Jenks1 Mine, in Franklin County, is one 
of the finest known specimens of the 
emerald green variety, and because oi 
its great rarity is probably worth one 
thousand dollars. 
' 


Fine specimens of crysoberyl, a stone 


which sometimes is almost equal in ap- 
pearance to the yellow diamond, and !•• 
principally obtained in Brazil and Cey- 
lon, have been found in diU'erent parts 
of New England, New York, and the 
Southern States, and the spinel, a 
beautiful gem, which is often sold i'oi 
Oriental ruby, is distributed the same 
way. 
The best crystals of topaz com« 


from the Platte Mountains in Colorado, 
one of these, weighing one hundred and 
twenty-live carats, being an extraor- 
dinarily line gem. 
Only insignilicaut 


quantities of emeralds and beryls havi1 
been found within our boundaries, but 
garnets, which, although smaller, are 
equal to the be-,1 of Africa and Cev- 
lon, 
are 
discovered 
on 
the 
Col- 


orado river plateau. 
The 
amethyst 


is quite common in New England, and 
appears in several places in the South- 
ern States. One specimen, found near 
dies-hire, in Connecticut, rivals in coloi 
the, be.st amethyst of Siberia, but the 
most remarkable native amethyst is 
'that lately deposited in the National 
Museum by Dr. Lucas. It is u turtle- 
shaped, prehistoric cutting, 2 3-4 inches 
in length, 2 inches in width, and 1 1-2 
inches in thickness, is transparent and 
flawless. 


Of all the gem stones, however, the 


greatest revenue, in 1884 ten thousand 
dollars, conies from smoky quartz, the 
finest specimens of which are found lit 
Bear Creek, -n Colorado. There are 
also many beautiful examples of the 
less valuable stones which are in ile- 
mand for cabinet collections, sucli. as 
tbe green feldspar, or Amazon stone, 
found at Pike's Peak. 


Hut, so far, comparatively little at- 


tention has been paid to the search for 
precious stones in the United States, 
though their use is much more general 
among our people than among those 
of other countries. Very likely if the 
hunt «as pursued 
methodically and 


persisteiilly we should not be sending 
millions abroad annually to buy dia- 
monds, sapphires, rubies, emeralds and 
other brilliant and beautiful stones for 
the adornment of our women, and to 
lend additional glory to the hotel clerk. 
Yet, however great the results obtained 
from such a search, the actual profit 
derived from the industry would prob- 
ably fail to justify and properly reward 
the labor expended upon it.—N. Y. 
Stin.

This was due to the in- 
crease of business from the »st, ax 
the same forces of men, with a slight 
increase in a few yards, were at work. 
The bridge company took from the roads 
rni>recari than it liad since it was "tied 
up," and as a result 
th*- yards re- 


ceived the nnusunl number of cars from 
the East without being especially crowd- 
ed. 


The new employes are given their din- 


ner in the varda, as none of tlie East St. 
Louis hotel proprietors will endanger 
their own safety and that of their proper- 
ty by boarding the men who have gone to 
work in the yards. In the evening they 
are brought to the city or put aboard cars 
and taken out to the nearest country tav- 
ern, where they can eat and sleep in safe- 
tv until it is time to return and enter upon 
another day's work. None of the roads 
have yet attempted to work night crews 
in their yards, but such a step will soo» 
be necessitated by the complete resump- 
tion of business by the bridge, swelling 
the west-bound traffic on the roads. 
But 


while the present military protection is 
nbout the yards there will not be much 
difficulty experienced in securing night 
men. Many of the employes now on day 
duty in the several yards have expressed 
themselves as willing to join night crews 
whenever it became necessary to work at 
night. 


At nine o'clock yesterday morning a 


train consisting of forty-eight loaded cars 
was brought in on the Cairo Short Line, 
and four train-loads of merchandise were 
received later in the day. Four trains 
were made »p in the yards and for- 
warded. 


In the Indianapolis & St. Louis yards 


there were twelve new employes added 
to the force and several other applicants 
were refused work. Tlie number of cars 
moved was In excess of atiy day during 
the week. 


There were six trains received In the 


Tandalia yards and five trains were dis- 
patched . 


The Ohio & Mississippi, the Chicago A 


Alton and the Chicago, Burlington & 
Qnincy roads received a total of 450 cars 
and forwarded about the same number. 


Four companies of the Fifth regiment, 


I. N. G. have been ordered to East St. 
Lonis to relieve an equal number of com- 
panions on duty there. They are the 
Fnrmington, Carthage, De!avan and Peo- 
ria companies. Those to be relieved will 
be designated by Adjutant-General Vance, 
who is now at East St. Louis. 


The ProBpects ior Arbitration Not En- 
eouraginir. 


ST. Louis, April 18.—Mr. Hoxie's posi- 


tion in regard to arbitration, as stated in 
his letter to the citizen's arrangement 
committee, has made the prospects of 
any good being accomplished by the 
citizens in that direction very discour- 
aging, to say the least. Mr. N. O.Nelson, 
a member of the citizens' portion of the 
proposed arbitration committee was seen 
by a reporter yesterday and questioned 
is to the outlook. 


"I have little hopes for a successful 


arbitration of the difficulty," he said, 
"especially since the letter from Mr. 
Ho\ie was received." 


"Have you received any replies from 


the notices sent the resident directors?" 


"We have received replies from two of 
them." 


"Are they at ali encouraging?" 
"In regard to these replies we have 


thought it best not to make them public 
at present, as H might be premature. 
When we have received replies from tlie 
other directors we will hold a meeting ol 
our committee and the arrangement com- 
mittee, when the replies of the directors 
will be laid before the latter, and they 
can do with them as they see lit. I can 
say this much, however, that I still do 
not think the prospects encouraging." 


"What do you think of Mr. Hoxie's 


statement that the railways comprising 
the Southwestern system are now in full 
operation?" 


"I am not prepared to say any thing in 


regard to the resumption of traffic on the 
Southwestern system. If this were the 
only point to be "gained, and, as Mr. Hoxie 
»ceins to think, there was nothing but 
plain sailing before them, then he might 
be right. But he should remember that 
th« strike is not over yet. This commit- 
tee on arbitration was not appointed sim- 
ply to secure the resumption of traffic, 
but to endeavor to settle the difficulties 
between the railroads and tlie Strikers for 
the best interests of both sides. If the 
rullrnada will not appoint, their portion of 
the committee, of course it all amounts 
to nothing." 


The resident directors of the Missouri 


Pacific and Iron Mountain roads to whom 
the notices were sent were Messrs. R. S. 
Hayes, R. C. Kerens, R. J. Lackland and 
Gco. W. Allen. Mr. Nelson did not feel 
at liberty to state from which two of these 
replies liad been received. 


The Bridge and Tunnel Company Resume 


Operation*. 


ST. Louis, April 18.—The Bridge and 


Tunnel Company has been a trifle behind 
the other railroad companies a«ectetl by 
the strike in resuming operations. The 
company acted on the belief that its old 
employes, all of whom are capable men, 
would be allowed to return to work when 
Hie demands of trafBc upon the bridge 
were such as to make urgent the working 
of that property. But snch was not the 
ease, and when the roads centering in the 
ert.y began to pile up east-bound car-load 
freight, and those centering in East St. 
Louis freight for the western roads, the 
bridge company was driven into looking 
lot new employes. It has secured, them.

The glad news was received from Cap- 


tain Wells late Saturday evening that 
the Deoatnr Qnards would return home 
on Sunday noon from East St. Louis, 
where they appeared promptly for duty 
on that memorable night—Friday, April 
9th. They were the second company to 
arrive at the scene, aud they weie the 
first company to do duty, being called 
out by a raging fire at the Louisville and 
Nashville yards. In the midst of the ex- 
citement they marched bravely amotg 
the strikers and hoodlums to the scene, 
led by Oapt. Wells who was in his glory 
fighting the fire and placing his men to 
protect the property. The boys were 
kept on the go nearly all that night, with- 
out sapper, and they had but an hour's 
sleep, Ihey bad to hustle for rations 
and got no allowance from regimental 
headqnoiters until Saturday noon. Since 
tbit night of the 9th the company in 
three reliefs have simply gnarded the L. 
& N. yard, extending a distance of rix 
blocks in length and about a block wide 
There was no company, battalion or regi- 
mental drilling, simply eating, sleeping 
and picket and guard duty. No strikers 
or trespassers were allowed in the yards 
and parties who disobeyed orders to move 
ou were promptly hustled off to the guard 
house at the point of the bayonet. 


THB RECEPTION. 


Sunday noon the Guards came homo 


on a regular Wabash train, occupying a 
special coach. As the train moved in to 
the platform the Guards were heard sing- 
ing "Marching Though Georgia," and as 
they filed out of the oar Goodman's baud 
played a lively air. The platform was 
filled from end to end with people, and 
many stood near the street oars in the 
yard. There was a glad expression on 
every countenance and in nearly every 
heart there was a feeling of pride and 
thankfulness that the company of ybung 
men had bravely done their duty and had 
returned from the scene of the trouble 
alive and well. Captain Wells drew his 
company up in line, when the anxious 
and happy mothers and wives of the 
members with many citizens passed along 
and bade all a cordial welcome home. 
Soon after the procession formed with 
Bay Ringland as drum major at the head 
of the band, and the Guards were escort- 
ed to the armory by Major Elwood, mem- 
bers ot Dunham Post No 141 G. A. E, 
the mayor and members of the council, 
maay ladies and citizens generally. Along 
the line of march flags were unfurled at 
the residences of George D. Haworth, 
James W. Haworth, D S. Shellabarger, 
and at other dwellings, while upon the 
verandahs stood ladies who greeted the 
militia with bows and waving of handker- 
chiefs. 


The 45 men, all tanned and hearty 


looking, filed into the armory where the 
company was promptly dismissed by 
Sergeant CollaJay, and then there was a 
general personal greeting by the citizens 
who filled the room. Boxes of cigars 
were eho rvered upon the Guards by D. 
A. Maffit, W. W. Foster and o'horc, and 
after relating fragments of experience at 
the front to inquiring friends, the sol- 
diers hurried away to warm dmneis and 
the comforts ot home. The company may 
not be called out again. 


The companies relieved from duty 


Sunday morning were Co H, 5th Beg't, 
Decatur; Co. K, 8th Reg't, Nashville; Co. 
C, 5th Beg't, Springfield; Co. H, 8th 
Reg't, Paris. Those companies called to 
take their places were from Peorie, Car- 
thage, DaUvan and Farmington. 


The plan of Gen. Vance is to allow four 


companies that baye been on duty to go 
home and relieve them by four new ones. 
This rotation will be observed until the 
whole 4,000 militia force i f tie state shall 
h.ive seen service, and the rotation re- 
peated aa often us necessary. By this 
method the men may be kept at East St. 
Louis only a week or twu at a time, the 
turns of each company only to oocnr once 
in live or six weeks, and by the time each 
company has seen one week's service it is 
mnch more than probable that the trou- 
ble will have been setiled. There are 
abiut 4,000 iu the state militia, and with 
the force now in the field it would take 
six weeks to secure all of them one week'p 
service at that ratio, and this is the plan 
to be followed. Besides the service the 
militia will be rendering to the state, the 
discipline »ud actual experience will be 
woith to the men all the trouble and in- 
convenience they may encounter iu a 
military point of view, beiDg considered 
by some much more practical than re- 
uuions and encampments. By this rote- 
tion the men will be abeeut from their 
business and emyloynientsonly one week 
in six, and would, if the occasion lasts, 
give them all a TOH! taste of real military 
life. 


A Fire at Midnight. 


The home of Frank Gring, a one-story 


frame dwelling, is in ashes. It was lo- 
cated on the south side ot the Springfield 
road, below the entrance to Oakland 
Park, and west ot the St. Louis branch 
ot the Wabash railway, and was destroyed 
by fire soon after 12 o'clock last night- 
The fire waa discovered by the engineer 
and fireman of the Chicago express train 
from St. Louis, and the train slacked up 
to let the fireman get off to wake np the 
family. The fireman then walked to the 
depot. All of the contents of the house 
were saved, but the dwelling was con- 
sumed. Mr. Gring cannot explain how 
the house caught fire. Some think it was 
of incendiary origin. Mr. Gring has been 
sick for some weeks. The dwelling was 
worth $600 to 8800, and was insured with 
Bandolph & Gher in the "Niagara" for 
$300; personal property 8100 in same 
company. 


Assaulted a Woman.

department at the New Deming Hotel 
this forenoon that will be ventilated in 
Justice Curtis' court. Charley, the cook, 
so far forgot himself ae to make an assault 
on Mary Farrell, a woman forty years of 
age. Mary says she was sitting on a box 
in the kitchen when Charley came in aud 
without cause threw a cup of water on 
her; she then hurled a can at him, when 
Charley came up and knocked her down. 
A warrant is out for the arrest of the 
cook.

PRECIOUS STONES. 


The Insignificant Quantity of Gems Fonnd 


In Thin Country. 


It is a remarkable circumstance that, 


although this country is so rich in 
its mineral resources, and the world 
draws from us a great part of its sup- 
ply of the precious metals, we have, BO 
far,discovered here only an insignificant 
quantity of precious stones. The total 
value of the gems proper mined in the 
United States in 1884 was less that 
$35,000, and yet we imported during 
the same year more that $1,000,000 
worth of diamonds and other precious 
stones. 


The subject is elaborately treated by 


George F. Kunz in a recent volume on 
"The Mineral Resources of the United 
States," published by the Government, 
and his paper contains an array of 
facts of very great and peculiar in- 
terest. 


Diamonds, it seems, have been found 


in various parts of the country, but 
chiefly in California and North Caro- 
lina, though the largest diamond yet 
discovered here was dug up by a la- 
borer, thirty or more years ago, in 
Manchester, Va. This stone, not at 
first recognized, weighed originally 
23} carats,, and when reduced by 
cutting, 11 11-16 carats, and it was 
deemed so valuable that at one time 
$6,000 was loaned on it, though now, 
because of its undesirable color and 
certain imperfections, it is not worth 
more than a twentieth part of that sum. 


The California diamonds, found in 


fifteen or twenty different places, tbe 
most proliiic being Cherokee Flats, 
Butte County, are of all the colors 
known in the stone, white, yellow, 
straw, and rose, but they are generally 
very small, ranging in value from ten 
to tifty dollars each. The largest, dis- 
covered at French Corral, weighed 
seven 
and 
one-quarter carats, anc 


many are unearthed whose value in the 
rough is not less than one hundred dol- 
lars. 
Diamonds are also found in 


North Carolina, in association with th 
flexible sand stone, called itacolumite, 
which iS peculiar to that State, where, 
too, sapphires of notable brilliancy 
have appeared. A sapphire found al 
Jenks' Mine, in Franklin County, is one 
of the finest, known specimens of tbe 
emerald green variety, aud because o' 
its great rarity is probably worth one 
thousand dollars. 


Fine specimens of crysoberyl, a stone 


which sometimes is almost equal in ap- 
pearance to the yellow diamond, and is 
principally obtained in Brazil and Cey- 
lon, have been found in different parts 
of New England, New York, and tbe 
Southern States, and tbe spinel, 
beautiful gem, which is often sold I'oi 
Oriental ruby, is distributed tbe same 
way. Tbe best crystals of topa^ come 
from tbe Plattc Mountains in Colorado 
one of these, weighing one hundred am 
twenty-live carats, being an extraor 
dinarily line gem. 
Only insignificant 


quantities of emeralds and beryl.-, havi 
been found within our boundaries, bu 
garnets, which, although .smaller, arc 
equal to tbe best of Africa anil C'uy 
Ion, are 
discovered 
on 
the Col 


orado river plateau. 
The 
ameth>s 


i.s quite common in New England, and 
appears in several places in the South 
ern States. One specimen, found near 
Cheshire, in Connecticut, rivals in color 
the best amethvst of Siberia, but tbe 
most remarkable native amethyst ii 
that lately deposited in tbe Nationa 
Museum by Dr. Lucas. It is a turtle 
shaped, prehistoric cutting, 2 3-4 inches 
in length, 2 inches in width, and 1 1-2 
inches in thickness, is transparent an. 
flawless. 


Of all the gem stones, however, the 


greatest revenue, in 1884 ten thousanc 
dollars, comes from smoky quartz, the 
finest specimens of which arc found al 
Bear Crock, in Colorado. There arc 
also many beautiful examples of tbe 
less valuable stones which are in de- 
mand for cabinet collections, such as 
the green feldspar, or Amazon stone 
found at Pike's Peak. 


But, so far, comparatively little at- 


tention has been paid to tbe search for 
precious stones in the United States 
though their use U much more genera! 
amonc: our people than among' those 
of other countries. Very likely if tin 
hunt w;is pursued methodically and 
persistently we should not be sending 
millions abroad annually to bin elk? 
monds, sapphires, rubies, emeralds anc 
other brilliant and beautiful stones for 
the adornment of our women, and to 
lend additional glory to the hotel clerk. 
Yet, however great the results obtained 
from such a search, the actual prolit 
derived from the industry would prob- 
ably fail to justify and properly reward 
the labor expended upon it.—N. Y. 
Sun.
